The  Library  is  one  of  the  world’s  largest  and  most  accessible  agricultural  research  hbraries  and  plays  a  vital 
role  in  supporting  research,  education,  amd  apphcations.  One  of  three  national  hbraries,  NAL  is  also  the  coor¬ 
dinator  and  primary  resoxnce  for  a  national  network  of  State  land-grant  and  field  hbrairies.  In  its  international  role, 
it  serves  as  the  U.S.  center  for  the  international  agricultural  information  system,  coordinating  and  sharing  resour¬ 
ces.

AGRICOLA  is  the  bibliographic  database  compiled  monthly  by  the 
National  Agricultural  Library  (NAD.  It  provides  comprehensive  coverage  of 
agricultural  and  related  disciplines,  including  veterinary  science  an^  animal 
production.  To  enhance  retrieval  of  materials,  as  of  January  1985  NAL  began 
adding  descriptors  to  its  indexing  records,  using  the  (^B  Thesaurus  as  a 
controlled  vocabulary.  NAL  incorpiorated  certain  changes  into  its  use  of  CAB, 
including  the  addition  of  new  descriptors  and  the  Americanization  of  British 
spellings.  The  following  additions  have  also  been  made,  effective 
January  1987,  in  order  to  help  our  database  users  retrieve  certain  kinds  of 
animal  welfare-related  materials.

To  enhance  retrieval  of  materials,  as  of  January  1985  NAL  began 
adding  descriptors  to  its  indexing  records,  using  the  (^B  Thesaurus  as  a 
controlled  vocabulary.  NAL  incorporated  certain  changes  into  its  use  of  CAB, 
including  the  addition  of  new  descriptors  and  the  Americanization  of  British 
spellings.  The  following  additions  have  also  been  made,  effective 
January  1987,  in  order  to  help  our  database  users  retrieve  certain  kinds  of 
animal  welfare-related  materials.
